Last week we looked at 
Peter, probably Jesus’ best 
known disciple. Today lets 
look at some other disciples: 

ANDREW was the brother 
of Simon Peter. He seems to 
have been a quiet sort of per- 
son, and we might expect any 
brother of Peter to stay in 
the background. The two were 
from Bethsaida, but were es- 
tablished in the fishing busin- 
ess at Capernium, on the Sea 
of Galilee. Andrew had been 
a disciple of John the Baptist, 
and obviously was deeply re- 
ligious, even before he met 
Jesus. He was a gentle, help- 
ful person. The significant 
thing the Bible*fells about him 
is that he was always bringing 
people to Jesus. When he fol- 
lowed Jesus, he immediately 
went to get his brothertocome 
‘to Jesus also. When Jesus was 
about the feed the five thousand 
Andrew brought the boy with 
the lunch to Jesus. When some 
Greeks came to Philip wanting 
to meet Jesus, it was Andrew, 
not Philip, who brought them 
to Jesus. We have no record 
ef any sermon Andrew preach- 
ed, but he is especially re- 
membered for those whom he 
brought to Jesus. Have you or 
I won anyone to Jesus lately? 

Tradition says that Andrew 
was an evangelist in an area 
north of the Black Sea in his 
later years, and that he died 
by crucifixtion in Greece. 

JAMES, THE SON OF 
ZEBUDEE, was a fisherman in 
business with his brother John, 
and likely in cooperation with 
Andrew and Peter, James’ and 
John’s parents were Zebudee 
and Salome. Salome was her- 
self a follower of Jesus, but 
she was most ambitious for 
her sons. : 

James was probably older 
than John. He was a ‘‘son of 
thunder’ who  intolerantly 
wanted to call down fire from 
"heaven upon those who dis- 
agreed with him, But he must 
have had many redeeming qual- 
ities, for he, John, and Peter

made up the ‘‘inner circle’’ of 
disciples who were closest to 
Jesus, 

Acts 12:1-3 tells us that 
James was killed in a perse- 
cution of the Jerusalem Church 
by Herod Agrippa, making him 
the second of the twelve dis- 
ciples to’ die. (Judas, of 
course, was first). Being a 
Christian can be a costly thing. 
Rather than bringing down phy= 
sical destruction upon our op- 
ponents, we must suffer afflic- 
tion at their hands for the sake 
of Christ. But if we give our 
lives to, and for, him, he will 
give us life that is abundant 
and eternal. 

JOHN, brother of James, 
had alsq been a disciple of 
John the Baptist. He is often 
called Jahn the Beloved to dis- 
tinguish him from John the 
Baptist. He had begun his dis- 
cipleship with Jesus asa firey 
“Son of Thunder’ like his 
brother. But the presence and 
love of Jesus changed him into 
an apostle of love. We believe 
he was the one identified in 
the Gospel of John as ‘‘The 
one whom ~ Jésus loved.’’ If 
so, he was the only disciple 
to go to the cross with Jesus. 
He was the one who was given 
the care ofthe mother of Jesus. 

John and Peter were 
companions in the Jerusalem 
Church, Tradition says he was 
not martyred, but died a very 
old man. Most Bible scholars 
have felt he wrote The Gosepl 
of John, the three epistles of 
John, and the Revelation of 
John. ‘Perhaps another man 
named John wrote some of 
them. 

Has being with Jesus made 
you an apostle of love? Jesus 
can change our outwardactions 
and inner reactions,

The Sackman’s A’comin’ 


When I was a child, my 
family lived in Bean’s Fork 
Hollow. In case you are not 
acquainted with this mountain 
term, a ‘‘hollow’ is a kind of 
small valley usually meander- 
ing by a stream. And people 
build their houses along the 
stream or creek in the “‘hol- 
low.” 

Usually called a ‘‘holler’ 
by local residents, the hollow 
has been and still is the home 
for thousands of people. 

The residents of a particu- 
lar hollow develop a feeling of 
belonging and will defend each 
other if necessary. When a 
strange car enters the hollow, 
the local grapevine soon 
spreads the word, especially if 
the automobile sports an out- 
tag! At times the 
youngsters from. one hollow 

will challenge those who live in 
another. They may even fight 
among themselves. 

To people living outside the 
mountains, names like ‘‘ Beans 
Fork Hollow,’’ “‘Four - Mile 
Hollow’ and even ‘‘ Butcher 
Hollow’ now made famous by 
country music artist, Loretta 
Lynn, sound strange as the 
names of foreign countries. 

Traditions and folk-lore 
abound in hollows where people 
have lived fora long time. Res- 
idents of certain areas are 
often the victims of mis-in- 
formation and can be mis- 
understood quite easily, espe- 
cially iftheir dress and manner 
of speech are somewhat differ- 
ent. 

One way of disciplining 
‘children when I was a child 
caused at least one person ! 
know a lot of grief. A man 
who lived near the ‘‘head’’ of 
the hollow where I spent my 
childhood sold kindling and 
firewood for a living. Since we 
lived near the opening or 
‘‘mouth’’ of the hollow, he

ESSAY 

We are beginning this 
essay during the gaining of 
freedom from Britain, The 
King of Britain was putting 
more and more taxes on the 
colonists, This is what started 
the war. 

The British came to Boston, 
but George Washington’s army 
held them there for about a 
year, 

On July 4, 1776, the Decla- 
ration of Independence was 
Signed by a committee under 
Thomas Jefferson, The dec- 
laration included many ideas 
borrowed from writers, suchas 
John Locke, The declaration 
blamed Great Britain for along 
list of grievances, But it also 
emphasized man’s natural right 
to change or overthrow any 
government that denied his 
rights, 

Americans had declared their 
independecne from Britain, but 
they still had to fight to get it. 

The British left Boston in 
1776, and the war then centered 
on the middle colonies, General 
William Howe, the British com- 
mander, captured New York 
City in 1776, and Philedelphia 
the next year, After defeating 
Washington on Long Island, he 
almost captured the main 
American Army. For atime 
in 1777, it seemed that British 
forces would control a line 


from the Hudson River to 
Canada, cutting the colomies 
in two. But Howe’s troops 


failed to join forces with anot- 
her army coming down from 
Canada, and General John Bug- 
goyne surrendered to General 
Horatio Gates at Saratogo in 
October, 1777,

CLEANING IRONS 


Nobody really likes to iron, 
But you can make the chore a 
little easier by keeping the 
soleplate of your iron clean, 

To clean the stainless steel 
soleplate of a dry iron, first 
unplug the appliance, Apply 
a paste-type silver polish tothe 
soleplate with asoft cloth, using 
a circular motion, Then buff 
polish with a clean, lint-free 
cloth, Use very fine steel wool 
for badly stuck spots.

Clean the outside of the

CLEANING IRONS 


Nobody really likes to iron,

9. At the Coffee County Farm 
Center in New Brockton,

events are Bull Riding, Saddle 
Bronc Riding, Calf Roping, and 
Steer Wrestling, 

Bull Riding is considered by 
most rodeo performers as the 
most dangerous event in the 
rodeo, Because cattle have a 
much looser hide than horses, 
bulls are even tougher to ride 
than most people think! The 
cowboy must ride for 8 seconds 
with a single handhold to qualify. 
His hand is wrapped in a flat 
braided rope and only the 
Strength of his grip determines 
how well he can ride, 

Saddle Bronce Riding is an 
8 second ride which seems like 
an eternity to it’s participants, 
Each cowboy uses an identical 
Saddle, and again a single hand- 
hold is used. This time the 
cowboy hangs onto a bucking 
rein fastened to the horse’s 


halter, 

Calf roping is a coordinated 
effort of man and horse against 
time. A dependable, true- 
working horse is a must in this 
event aS every move the roper 
makes is planned to coincide 
with his mount. After a catch, 
the roper must dismount, throw 
the calf by hand, tie any three 
legs and signal the judges by 
raising his hands, Winners in 
this event are seperated by only 
tenths of a second. 

Steer Wrestling was developed 
in the rodeo arena and was never 
a part of ranch work, This 
event is a series of practiced 
moves executed by a team of 
two men and two horses, The 
contestant, aided by another 
rider, leaps from a running 
horse to the steer’s horns, 
brings the animal to a stop 
and throws him to the ground,

Although there are only 
two chances out of a hundred 
that your income tax return 
will be audited by the Internal 
Revenue Service, it’s smart 
to be prepared for that possi- ” 
bility, Bank of the Southeast 
says. 

The March issue of the 
bank’s ‘Consumer Views’’ 
newsletter explains just how to 
protect yourself against er- 
rors that may result in an 
audit and what to expect if 
you do run up. against one, 

First of all, the consumer 
experts say, you should al- 
ways remember that even when 
someone else prepares your 
return, including an IRS 
“assister,’? you are respon- 
Sible for its accuracy, So 
choose your preparer care- 
fully and check the work done 
for you before you sign and file 
the return, 

Second, hang onto copies 
of your return, receipts, and 
cancelled checks and other 
records that support your re- 
turn at least until the statute 
of limitations for an audit 
runs out -- three years from 


ation by return mail, along 
with copies of the records you 
need to support it. 

If the records are too 
bulky and extensive, or the 
item not clearly explained by 
them, you can ask the IRS 
for an in-person appointment. 

Make sure you organize 
your records and go over your 
explanations before you ap- 
pear. Try to have some ex- 
planation ready on items for 
which you lack substantiating 
records, 

Be sure you respond to 
a “correspondent audit’? no- 
tice before the deadline or the 
IRS must rule against you and 
send you a bill for more taxes, 

A notice for an ‘‘office 
audit” will list a specified 
time for a face-to-face meet- 
ing at the nearest IRS office, 
On the back of the notice, 
checked items will tell you 
what’s up for audit - medical 
expenses, contributions, et. al. 

You can write or phone to 
reschedule the appointment to 
a more convenient time. Bring 


all the proper records -- out 
only those -- when you do ap- 
pear, 

Before you meet with the 
examining agent, you may want 
to try to uncover some other 
allowed deductions you may 
have overlooked when you 
filed, Then if the IRS throws 
out some of the deductions you 
took, you may be able to make 
a counter-claim, 


A “field-audit’” is con- 
ducted at your home or place 
of business, It can involve an 
extensive examination of your 
entire return, 


You should be able to 
handle a routine audit without 
professional help as long as 
it involves only facts like pro- 
viding proof of something that 
the IRS agrees is deductible, 

You may send a repre- 
sentative who has the power 
to act on your behalf -- for 
example, an attorney, a 


Spouse, a CPA, or the person 
who prepared your return, 


Council Adds Sales Tax 


The Elba City Council met 
Monday night ina meeting post- 
poned from the previous week, 
due to several councilmen 
being out of town. AS ex+ 
pected, the climax ofthe meet- 
ing was the passing of an 
additional 1¢ sales tax to be 
effective June first. 

The matter didn’t come up 
until about half way through 
the meeting, and then the coun- 
cilmen began a heated dis-

cussion that resulted in mass 
confusion. Two votes were 
taken on imposing the tax when 
Councilman Charles Ellis who 
was opposed to the tax con- 
tended that the previous vote 
was to cut off debate and was 
not on the actual tax itself. 
Still, the second vote was four 
in favor on the tax and Ellis 
loudly opposed. 

The motion to impose the 
tax was made by Councilman

Ronnie Vaughan and secorided 
by Councilman Virgil Coleman, 

Shortly after the motion was 
made, Councilman Ellis said, 
‘Tt is evident that we need 
additional revenue and evident 
we have a budget we prepared 
which totals $682,000. Youare 
proposing a 1¢ sales tax and 
we have a deficit of $42,000, 
which is less than half the pro- 
posed tax.’’ 

Ellis also noted, ‘‘a sales 
tax is one of the most regres- 
sive forms of tax we have, You 
are going to affect old people 
on fixed incomes, etc.’’ He 
mentioned the possibility of 
imposing a tobacco tax or ad- 
ditional gasoline tax. 

Vaughan noted that Elba 
streets need repair badly, hos- 
pital is barely getting by and 
schools are virtually out of 
money for new projects,

25% of your income, And 
there’s no time limit if you 
failed to file a return or the 
IRS suspects fraud, These re- 
cords form the core of your 
defense if you get hit with an 
audit, 

Remember that a routine 
audit doesn’t mean the IRS 
Suspects you of cheating. Your 
return may have been chosen 
purely at random, The IRS 
itself reports that many audits 
close without any change in 
your tax liability and others 
result in the taxpayer getting 
a refund, 

Routine audits fall into 
three categories; correspon- 
dence, office and field audits, 

For a “correspondence 
audit,’”? the IRS simply wants 
more information to justify
